A careful  comparision  of  the  figures  for  the  years  1903-1904  with 
those  for  the  past  year  will  show  the  growth  of  the  hospital  in  sixteen 
years  and  the  magnitude  of  the  work  now  being  done. 

The  “Income  from  Endowment”  above  reported  does  not  include 
the  income  from  the  Astor  legacy,  which  is  being  accumulated  towards 
a building  fund. 

Two  legacies  were  received  during  the  year,  one  of  Mrs.  Emma 
Kittel  of  $3,000  and  one  of  Mrs.  Hannah  Bogart  of  $400. 

It  will  be  noted  that  a large  sum,  over  $7,000  has  been  expended 
during  the  year  in  extensive  repairs  and  improvements,  and  the 
present  physical  condition  of  the  property  is  excellent. 

Though  the  results  obtained  during  the  past  sixteen  years  are  thus 
very  great,  we  do  not  feel  justified  in  folding  our  hands  in  self-satis- 
faction, but  rather  in  seeking  courage  and  divine  guidance  for  the 
great  work  we  are  called  upon  to  do  in  the  future. 

In  these  days  when  a “Greater  Hudson”  is  the  war  cry  of  our 
citizens — greater  not  only  in  population  and  business  enterprise,  but 
in  civic  morals  and  efficiency — it  is  not  amiss  that  we  remind  you  that 
one  of  the  elements  of  a model  city  is  efficient  and  sufficient  hos 
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pital  facilities.  Public  health,  and  all  that  conduces  to  it,  is  perhaps 
the  most  important  asset  of  a city,  certainly  as  important  as  suitable 
water  supply,  good  lighting,  up-to-date  schools,  well-paved  streets, 
vigilant  police  and  proper  business  administration.  We  have  no 
hesitation  in  asserting  that  the  hospital  is  efficient;  but  it  is  no  longer 
sufficient.  Wards  and  rooms  are  constantly  full,  and  a waiting  list  is 
the  condition  that  faces  our  people  desirous  of  entering  the  institution 
for  treatment.  A sudden  emergency,  such  as  we  have  had  in  the 
past — a railroad  accident,  the  typhoid  epidemics,  the  more  recent 
influenza  scourge — would  find  us  without  a spare  bed.  That  is  not  a 
condition  which  would  commend  itself  to  a large  manufacturing  con- 
cern locating  here — it  is  not  good  business. 

We  had  hoped  to  build  a new  wing  this  year,  but  the  bids  for  the 
same  were  $180,000  and  so,  prohibitive. 

To  do  this  we  had  planned  to  borrow  $60,000  and  use  the 
annual  income  from  the  Astor  legacy  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  loan 
and  gradually  pay  off  the  debt;  in  addition,  Miss  Potts  gave  us  $25,000, 
but  we  were  still  over  $80,000  short  of  the  necessary  amount.  We 
now  have  available  for  building  the  $25,000  donation  of  Miss  Potts  and 
about  $12,000  income  accumulated,  which,  with  the  $60,000  that  can  be 
borrowed,  makes  available  $97,000  or  $83,000  short.  By  eliminating 
some  things  from  the  wing  and  through  some  hoped-for  decrease  in 
costs,  we  think  that  an  additional  $50,000  would  enable  us  to  build. 
We  are  thus  frankly  stating  these  facts  in  order  that  the  public  may 
know  what  can  and  should  be  done,  and  in  the  hopes  that  the  business 
interests  of  the  city  may  be  aroused  to  the  need  for  action,  and  that 
those  who  take  the  higher  philanthropic  view  may  be  inspired  to  aid 
in  the  work. 

Everyone  is  tired  of  “drives,”  and  we  are  planning  none.  The  need 
for  speedy  action  is  great  and  we  strongly  commend  it  to  your  con- 
sideration. 

The  situation  here  prevails  throughout  the  land.  Hospitals  all 
over  are  cramped  for  room,  and  this  condition  is  growing  more  acute. 
The  reasons  are  perhaps  many,  but  one  is  that  the  old  prejudice 
against  hospitals,  most  strongly  manifest  in  those  of  foreign  birth,  has 
nearly  ceased  to  exist;  another  is  that  the  supply  of  trained  nurses  for 
care  of  the  sick  in  their  homes  is  so  limited  that  many  are  thus  obliged 
to  go  to  a hospital;  another  is  the  increased  population,  and  this  will 
be  felt  more  here  if  other  industries  locate  in  the  city;  one  other 
reason  is  that  the  people  in  the  city  and  county  more  fully  realize  the 
efficiency  of  our  hospital. 

The  Board  desires  to  express  its  deep  gratitude  to  the  staff  and  to 
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the  Superintendent,  her  assistants  and  the  nurses,  who  have  worked  so 
hard  and  so  successfully  during  the  past  year.
